There  aeoaaed  to  be  aoma 
mi*undar*tandh>g  about  th*  nMaahig  and  anpllea- 
tion  of  the  term  tariff.  It  might  be  mod  in  two 
waya— aa  a  maane  of  railing  revenue  and  a  mean* 
of  eneoaraaing  and  foaterlng  the  industrial  re- 
source* of  the  oountry.  Th*  gr*at  objeet  of  a 
tariff,  in  hi*  opinion,  wa*  to  aid  the  agricultural 
and  maaufheturing  interest*  of  th*  eountry.

Dr.  Tolmie  would  not  go  at  great  length  over 
e  ground  already  covered  by  the  hon.  mover  of 
the  resolntiena.

Re  had  knowii  during  that  time  however  that 
farmers  had  left  the  country  iMcauie  there  waa  no 
protacdon.  Bat  he  bad  then  looked  at  Victoria 
aa  Vaneouver  Iiland,  and  thought  that  the  Vle- 
toria  free  port  market  wai  ab«ttar  protection  than 
any  tariff.  But  tha  feeling  for  pr()taetion  hod 
been  growing  ateadily  aod  wa*  now  almost  onivaT- 
sal:  (Mr.  Toang,  No  !)  He  wottM  repeat  it,  al- 
most universal.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  Was  %o»  only 
a  quaation  of  protection  and  aeparatien  or  protea- 
tion  and  nnion,  (hear,  hear),  a  queation  of  union 
or  of  a  aeporation  and  antagoni*m.whieh  our  sis- 
ter ooloniaa  on  the  Eaat«m  Continent,  after  yaara 
of  trial,  were  now  emerging  from.  (Hear,  hear.) 
He  looked  forward  to  a  union  with  Britiah  Colum 
bia,  and  uMmately  lo  a  grand  federation  of  all  the 
Jgint^  American  Colonies.  (Applause).  Home 
"'"  teamed  to  think  Victoria  wan  so  far  shcad 
muat  remain  so,  but  they  ;nuit  remember 
the  old  foUe  <the..b«ie  aadtaa  twtalseu  and 
who  won  the  raee.  So  long  as  aa  two  eoloniaa 
remained  sepsrate  he  wouM  advoaata  a  free  port 
in  iu  freest  and  fullest  lenaa,  bat  what  ha  wanted 
ami  what  we  muat  have  was  nnion  and  a  tariff. 

Mr.  Franklin  laid  this  waa  a  question  of  grave 
imp*  anca,  and  should  be  approached  with  great 
eanti*n.  Ho  *tated  MHI  tteaaMeyog  fro*  trad* 
had  bceU  tnaugnrstad  'kat'i'  leiiff  Mwe  gold  had 
been  dieeovcred.  H*  had  eame  te  the  eolony  him- 
aelf  for  tbe  purpose*  of  trade  and  *eommatee.  We 
found  in  all  counlriaa  parioda  of  great  depraaaion, 
and  he  admitted  that  tbi*  wa*  the  case  here  now, 
but  those  who  adopted  prinoiplee  of  value  were 
not  prepared  te  seat  (h*M  aside  for  the  friting 
change*  of  a  day!  Dsaptte  (he  preaent  depreesion 
he  maintained  that  the  eity  had  prograeeed  with 
unexampled  rapidity.  When  he  eame  here,  there 
itsre  oaly  the  Company'a  fort  and  one  or  two 
stores. 

Mr  Duncan— Yes,  and  a  saw  mill,  but  that 
died  ol  th«  Trap  port  !  (hear,  bear,  aud  laughter). 

Mr  Frankliu— 8.>mcthlna  went  wrong  with  the 
machinery,  1  believe  (laughter).

The  hob.  geatleman  [Mr.  Pranklln]  proceeded 
to  quota  figurea  to  prove  hia  atatemente,  and 
hoped  he  would  be  reported,  aa  he  waa  sony  to  see 
a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  preii  to  give  only 
their  own  figurpi,  [general  criei  of  no  I  no  I  and 
orderj.  He  hoped  bis  figures  would  be  reported. 
H*  wonld  show  that  the  eommeree  of  tha  plaea  had 
progreaaed  rapidly.  Cootparing  it  with  Nova 
BeeUhrfBhapepulalioB  of  123.000.  their  imporu 
wetfe  trlnitn  ilOlJ,OOD  ofthbplaae;  now,  in  this 
poor  impoverished  place,  going  to  ruin  and  des- 
truction, we  had  iciiportd  of  nearly  $4,(X)0,nOO,  or 
actually  g3,600,000.  Wa  are  told  that  the  foreign 
exporte  were  only  §400,000,  but  he  begged  to  aiMr 
that  waa  not  eorreet.  We  had  exported  9907,800 
to  San  Francisco  ;  to  Puget  Sound,  0-52.300  ;  to 
OragOa,  •51,830  ;  to  tbe  Bandwich  Islande,  gM,- 
220  ;  to  Oreat  tiritnin,  al2fi,00<):  to  Valparaiao. 
»3,.\'>0  ;  to  Sitka,  »27,672,  lo  Kooteuay,  ai.'»,0OO, 
aod  to  BriUsh  Columbia,  02,100,000,  baaed 
on  the  three  4narMrs  for  whioh  returns  had  baea 
raeoTved.  In  these  exporte  ef  eoal  and  lumber 
bad  not  bean^lnaiudad,  which  he  thought  wonld 
amouM  a>  a3t)0,t)00.  The  eoal  was  put  down  at 
•80,000  to  170,000  but  this  waa  not  correct,  as  a 
great  deal  of  eoal  went  to  mail  steamera  aad  men- 
of-war,  reaching  probably  aa  much  mure.  Sum- 
ming up  the  whole  our  exports  amounted  to 
about  •1,000,000.  There  was  another  export 
amounOng  to  M00,000,  an  export  of  whioh  never 
any  return  waa  giren  of,  perhaps  hon.  members 
would  know  what  he  meant— that  of  individuals 
coming  from  an  adjoining  eountry  buying  (Per- 
sonal cffeeu,  4e..  thi(s  making  a  total  pf  imports 
of  •.1,400,000,  lehvhii  only  #100.000  fbr  o«r  own 
ooniamptien  «n  whwD  t«  rOIae  a  revenue.'  It  waa 
urged  that  we  wapt  prolaetioa,  that  we  want  faftas 
io  the  country,  u  9nr  only  moons  of  prosperitjr, 
Thie  might  be  needed  in  larger  countries  with  agri- 
cultural advantage*,  but  Vanconver  laUnd  wa* 
esaentially  a  conmereial,  and  would  be  ultimately 
a  manufacturinn  eountrv,  and  (bat  it  would  be- 
oom*.  if  the  Uouss  did  not  give  way  to  Idle 
opiniona  and  the  wiihei  of  an  idle  crowd.  Com* 
parllions'had  keen  drawn  b«tween  Australia  and 
Califurnia  with  thsir  agricultural  facilities  and 
their  proteitive  tariffs,  but  look  at  Britiih  Colum- 
bia with  its  200,000  anqare  miles  of  land  with  abun- 
dance of  agricultural  land,  and  epmpara  it  with 
Vgneonvar  laiand  with  its  commerce  and  its  frse 

Krt,  and  see  when  the  advantage  lay.   Ha  be- 
ived  th*  proteeMon  poliey  ifu  the  bast  for 
BriUsh  Oolarabis  (hsar,  hear),  but  not  lor  Van- 
oottver  Island.   H*  admitted  the  great  deprcseion 
in  this  colony  now,  but  maintained  that  tbe  aboli 
tion  of  tha  free  port  wa*  aot  the  remedy ;  he  in 
stanced  tbe  lata  great  depression  and  diatresa  in 
England,  and  oakad  if  th*  workmen  and  labor*ra 
of  England  called  for  tha  abolition  of  the  free 
tradt  puljoy  of  Baglaad )  Tha  hon.  gentli 
pronreded  to  show  the  eoat  of  protecting  a  Utfiff 
system.  Tha  cost  of  eDllestlt)g  ths  reveane  undi 
a  tariff  wonld  be  a  targe  ptuportion  of  lU  amount 
Direct  taxaUpn  waa  tha  only  proper  means  of 
raWaf.«Mt*nua.
